PROTEST ON BIDS 

Representatives of the Bradley 
Construction Company  tiast night 
complained to the board that its 
intention to readvertise for bids 
for the construction of an addi- 
tion to the Polytechnical High 
School auditorium because of a 
mistake made in fhe bid of another 
concern, which was originally 
granted the contract, was unfair 
to other bidders.

ENGINEER TELLS OF 
SUBWAY DIFFICULTY 


MANY OBSTACLES TO PDANS 
REVEALED IN TALK TO 
FOMAN’S CLUB 


“Traflic in New York has dou- 
bled in ten years, but in Los An- 
geles it has increased five times.” 

This statement, made yesterday 
by F. A. Lorentz at the Woman's 
City Club, paved the way for his 
Giecasion of problems in the pres- 
ent system of handling traffic here, 
and also the problems which pre- 
sent themselves in the proposed 
plan for a subway system. 

Mr. Lorentz returned recently 
from a visit to cities in which sub- 
ways have been established. The 
plan at present, according to Mr. 
Lorentz, is to have both subways 
and elevated, ‘subways <coing 
through business and residential 
sections and the elevated running 
over industrial areas. 

In explanation of the opposition 
to the plan of having a grand cen- 
tral subway terminal under Per- 
shing Square, Mr. Lorentz said 
that unlike the plan used in Bos- 
ton Common, which is over solid 
rock, Pershing Square would have 
to be excavated with steam shovels, 
and then be re-made. Also, in 
order to have the ten feet which 
the Park Commission requires for 
the growth of plants, the public 
would be required to walk down 
steps for thirty-five feet to the 
subways, he asserted.
